CODE ELIMINATES

| Nashville, Tenn., April 24.—New 
traffic laws, enacted during the last 
legislature, call for the removal of 
|the legal speed limit and substitu- 
tion of a stricter individual respon- 
sibility for motoring on state high- 
ways.

4,291 GRADE CROSSINGS 
ON FEDERAL AID ROADS 
ELIMINATED SINCE 1917

D. N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, April 24.—A total of 
4,291 railroad grade crossings have 
been eliminated on the Federal aid 
highway system since 1917, 947 
through grade crossings and 3,344 
through relocation of highways. 

A total of 390 grade crossings 
were eliminated in 1928 by grade 
separation by means of the under- 
pass or overpass, and by 1elocation 
of highways, it was announced to- 
day by the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads 

Of the 390 crossings eliminated 
last year, 107 were grade separa- 
tions and 283 were excluded by re- 
location of highways. 

For the year 1928 Wisconsin 
heads the list of eliminations, with 
a total of thirty-five. Alabama is 
second with 31, Michigan, third 
with twenty-six; Texas, fourth with 
twenty-five; Indiana, fifth with 
twenty-four; Kansas, sixth with 
twenty-three, and Montana sev- 
enth with twenty-two. Georgia 
and Illinois each are credited with 
twenty-one, and Mississippi with 
seventeen

1928. Texas heads the list with a 
total of 440 eliminations. Minne- 
sota is second with 321, Iowa, third 
with 212; Wisconsin, fourth with 
204: North Dakota. fifth with 193;

With figures of new car sales in 
Washington for March just avail- 
able, the good record of substan- 
tial gains over 1928 is. being 
firmly maintained. March 1929 
new car registrations totaled 5,- 
170 compared to 3,795 for March 
of 1928. This is a gain of 36.2 
per cent. 

For the first three months of this 
year the total registrations of new 
cars was 10,948 compared to 7,501 
for the same period of last year. 
This is the stupendous percentage 
increase Of over 46 per cent 

Ford is responsible for the in- 

crease being so pronounced. But 
other models have also stepped 
ahead. Chevrolet gained from 964 in 
1928 to 1,041; Chrysler stepped up 
from 106 to 137; Durant from 45 to

He stated that the possibilities for 
improving the anti-knock quality of 
all petroleum gasolines are tremen- 
dous. In this he is undoubtedly 
correct, and sufficient demand now 
exists to insure a fairly speedy de- 
velopment of many such fuels for 
the highest compression engines 
now in use. Today it is possible to 
make gasoline from a good many 
different crudes which have a knock 
rating as high as can be obtained 
commercially by blending ordinary 
grades of gas with other materials 
Such gasoline costs more to pro- 
duce, but that is undoubtedly only 
a temporary condition Also while 
there are a good many grades from 
which good anti-knock gasoline 
cannot now be made commercially 
it is merely a matter of finding out 
how For the production of very 
good motor fuel today, about 10 per 
cent. of the different kinds of crude 
can be regarded as first 
In a few years’ time, in al] prob- 
ability we shall be able to say that 
about 10 per cent. of the gardes 
are undesirable for this purpose 
Only those closely connected with 
the development of these new gaso- 
lines can have any clear idea of 
the amount of progress

Probably for many years to come 

there will be a field for anti- 

knock blending materials such as 

Ethyl fluid. Could the cost of 
these substances be reduced their 
use would be very greatly stimu- 
Jated. The automobile manufac- 
turer wants a standard of anti- 

knock quality available all over 
the country. This could easily be 
done by adding anti-knock ma- 
terial to gasolines with low rat- 
ing, making them equal to the 

best quality of undoped gasolines. 

Anything like a 
oi anti-knock quality depends upon 
the development of some standard 
method of determining this char- 
acteristic. This is of vital interest 
to the United States government 
and to automotive manufacturers 

The co-operative motor fuel re- 
search conducted by the N. A. C. C 
the S. A. E. and the A. P. I. is 
doing its best to develop a stand- 
ardizable methord and much inde- 
pendent work is being done by the 
Bureau of Standards. ~So far, the 
only test system which seems gen- 
erally satisfactory is an actual en- 
gine run in a standard engine unde! 
standard conditions, which is much 
too complicated a method fo! 
ordinary commercial transactions 

For a consumer to decide whether 
or not a tank car or shipload of 
gasoline is up to. specifications, 
quick tests are necessary which can 
be performed by any good chemical 
laboratory, and something at least 
as simple as a distillation test for 
volatility has got to be discovered 
before anti-knock quality can be 
written into specifications 

Meanwhile, however, the ordinary 
loss of demand and supply are tak- 
ing pretty good care of this situ- 
ation. There are few sections 
in which good fue] cannot now be 
bought, although in most of them 
an increased price has to be charged, 
but the very existence of the pre- 
mium priced fuels stimulates re- 
finers to the production of equally 
good gasoline which can be sold 
more cheaply. 

To change over the general sys- 
tem of refining gasoline, which has 
got to be done, involves an ex- 
penditure of an enormous amount 
of money. Fortunately, however. 
refinery equipment can be charged 
off much more rapidiy than ma- 
chine shop equipment, the _ pro- 
portionate value of the finished 
product to the capita] invested be- 
ing extraordinarily high in the case 
of oil. 

Very many millions of gasoline 
can be produced in a year by a 
million dollar installation. Thus, a 
comparatively few years should see 
the refining of gasoline almost en-
